Prosecuting Attorney 
Valentine Is at a loss to understand the 
motive Qurns might have had In de­ 
siring to kill the boy and if he was 
urunk it would be dltflcult to prove 
that there was an intent to murder on 
his part. There is a wsslblllty of the 
charge being changed to assault and 
battery and the man sentenced to a 
terra In the county jail.

The Benton Harbor Electric Lives 
In Hopes of Somethin« 
Turnlnff Up« 


It would not now surprise the people 
of this city If the car ferries of the 
Michigan and 
Wisconsin 
railroad 
never made another trip to Benton 
Harbor. 


The ferries left this port on their 
first trip a week ago and made the run 
to Phestlgo in less than 18 hours. The 
program was for the boats to Immedi­ 
ately return and make four trips a 
week. But since they left nothing has 
been heard from them, except a letter 
which was received from Big Pour of­ 
ficials by Agent Smith stated that the 
ferries would begin running teday. He 
has received no wire today saying that 
the boats had started and In conse­ 
quence does not expect them. There 
Is not a single loaded car awaiting 
transportation across the lake. 


There are many rumors afloat about 
the ferries that cannot be verified. 
Among the long list Is the report that 
the company was only working a blulT 
and never intended to establish a Terr, 
line to the east side of the lake, ani 
that the Initial trip was made merely 
for the purpose of whipping some of 
the western railroads In,line as regards 
concessions on rates and time. 


The offices of the Benton Harbor 
Electric railway company are open 
eight or ten hours a day and President 
Hamilton, Secretary Hollis and Treas­ 
urer Davies are busy with a lot of 
clerical work getting matters in shape 
for business. They are greatly handi­ 
capped by the fact that they are still 
locked out of their own safe but are 
preparing to overcome that ditticulty.

ing that the premiers of the self-govern­ 
ing eolonlee heartily recommended the 
earliest denunciation of the treatiès as 
Hampering the trade of Great Britain 
and her colonlsob and lhat it was. ac­ 
companied by an importent and stgnlfl- 
cant resolution, namsty; that In the hope 
of improvlag the trade relations be­ 
tween the mother country and the colo­ 
nies the premiere present undertook to 
confer with their colleagues as to what 
result could be secured by a preference 
given by the colonies to ths products of 
the United Kingdom.

On the receipt of these Instructions, 
Chamberlain further explained, her ma­ 
jesty's government resolved to Immedi­ 
ately withdraw the treaties with Ger­ 
many and Belgium. The lecretary said 
also that the law oflicers of the crown 
were now considering the question 
whether the resolution of the Canadian 
parliament Infringed these treaties. The 
Canadian 
government. 
Chamberlain 
added, has asked to be allowed to be 
represented befpre the law officers of the 
crown. This was unusual, the colonial 
secretary explained, but the request of 
the government of Canada had been 
granted. In conclusion Chamberlain as­ 
sured the house that the action of Can­ 
ada on this matter was not a step to­ 
wards separation, but distinctly a move­ 
ment against separation, the intention 
being to show gratitude and to prove the 
loyalty of the colonies.

Ths South African policy of the Brit­ 
ish government was subjected to an at­ 
tack in the commons by Sir Wilfrid 
Lawson, Liberal, who also gave Cecil 
Rhodes a sharp prodding. Calling at­ 
tention to the attitude of the secretary 
of state for the colonies, Chamberlain, 
towards South Africa. Sir Wilfrid classed 
the letter’s policy as being “dangerous 
and 
destructive 
to 
our 
reputation 
abroad." Referring to Cecil Rhodes Sir 
Wilfrid remarked lhat the ex-premier 
of Cape Colony w*as guilty of “treach­ 
ery. betrayal of his sovereign, and dis­ 
loyalty to his colleagues).” 


C om ldered m CIomnI lacldcat* 
Continuing, Sir Wilfrid explained that 
Rhodes' guilt consisted in “falsely dat­ 
ing a letter which was very like forgery, 
involving bloodshed, murder and con­ 
fusion in many parts of the world. Tet 
all had been indorsed by Mr. Cham­ 
berlain, who had placed the hou^e of 
commons In the degrading position of 
declaring Mr. Rhodes to be an honor­ 
able man, thus making Great Britain 
the laughing-stock of all nations." 


Chamberlain, replying to Sir Wilfrid, 
declined to reopen “questions which 
were regarded as settled.“ 
He added: 
“As to submitting disputes with the 
Transvaal to arbitration It would t>e an 
extraordinary course to submit to a for­ 
eign tribunal a dispute between a susersin 
and a subordinate state."

Atlanta, Ga., Aug. S.—As the result 
of the employment of twenty-five negro 
women In the folding department of the 
Fulton Bag and Cotton mills yesterday 
morning, over 1.400 men, women and 
children have gone on one of the largest 
strikes that has ever occurred In this 
city. 
The mills were forced to shut 
down their entire plant. When the no­ 
tice was put up that the mills were 
closed much disorder broke out. and 
It was the Intention of the strlkeni at 
first to cause trouble, but the police re­ 
serve force arrived In time to quell any 
disturbance. 
The local textile onion 
took the side of the strikers and sent 
notices to them to hold out for their 
rights. 


When this became known the em­ 
ployes of the mills, all white, walked 
out. Some of those who quit were the 
oldest> and most reliable employes of 
the company. Elsas, president of the 
company, explained that it was only a 
small affair, and would be arranged In 
short time., after which the mills 
would reo|)en on full time. The strikers, 
however, are determined and are re­ 
ceiving the aid of the local unions. Sev­ 
eral years ago the same experiment was 
tried In working negroes and with the

MICHIGAN SLIGHTED. 


Sha Haa Not Har PuU Shara of tho 
Offloaa. 


Wa s h in g t o n , August 5.~Joseph P. 
Smith, the new director of the bureau 
of American republic, has just created 
a sensation among the office seekers 
here by publishing a special bulletin 
containing the personnel of the diplo­ 
matic and consular service right up to 
date. 
Never before in the history of 
the government has a diplomatic and 
consular list been issued that was in 
any sense a reliable basis for the office 
seeker to work upon. 


The small showing which Michigan 
makes in the bulletin has attracted the 
attention of several aspirants for hcnors 
in the consular service who want to be 
sent abroad and charged to the Wol­ 
verine state. One patient office seeker 
in commenting on the new publication 
said: 


don’t suppose the people of Mich- 
gan realize that in the entire diplo­ 
matic and consular service, which now 
numbers a little more than 1,200 places, 
but eleven Michigan men are provided 
for, and, with a single exception, 
these are very modest places. TheUst 
shows 101 offices In the diplomatic ser­ 
vice, of which Michigan has two— 
Minister- James B. Angell, recently 
appointed to Turkey, and Mr. Mc- 
Creary, secretary of the legation at 
Mexico. 


‘‘In the consular service, according 
to the new bulletin, there are about 
1.000 places, of which Michigan has 
nine, or only about one-third what she 
is entitled to if taken as an average 
state in the Union. These places are 
none of them of special consequence, 
seven of them being in Canada. W. K. 
Anderson at Hanover, Germany, is the 
only representative in all Europe.”

There is another direction in which 
the airship would to seriously defective, 
and Uiis is almost alwaya overlooked, 
and that is in tbe matter of making 
landings.

Ruling prices 
are 76 cents, free on board cars at ship­ 
ping point, for “run of the mine," and 
|1 to $1.25 for screened coal.

through an open window in daylight

to the north upon a gray atmosphoro, 
one will see, if conditions are as above, 
•liange disks flitting and jumping about 
Id the eye water. It has been my privi- 
to watch these organisms for sev* 
I P years, flitting about in the eye 
filter, jumping toward each other again 
iii itrife and co\ji^at, in the which the 
water would become comparatively 
•tear of amcebiform orgaui8ms, only to 
he again foil of miorooocci and the com> 
bats as above. 


The various shapes of these animal- 
cnlfe are surpriHing. Some are attonu> 
ated, with flue fllanients. ARaiu. others 
are like wee bits of flue porcelain, with 
little projections, reminding one of 
startles hopping about. Again, others 
present tlie appearance of cyclops and 
4aphue. 


How these organisms get into tho eye 
water is a mystery—perhaps iu the 
water we drink er foods we eat, either 
or both. The fact that the eye water is 
inhabited, like all other bodies of water, 
l i a trnth that can be proved positively, 
faayond peradventnre, by any oculist 
when he may extract »diseased eye 
and place the fluid under the glass.

Wilson maintains 
that he was drunk and now has no 
remembrance of what is allegred to 
have occurred, l^rosecuting Attorney 
Valentine is at a loss to understand the 
motive Burns might have had in de 
siring to kill the boy and if he was 
urunk it would be difficult to prove 
that there was an Intent to murder on 
his part. There is a possibility of the 
charge being changed to assault and 
battery and the man sentenced to 
term in the county jail. 


One of the most interesting prisoners 
in the county jail is James Mullen, sery 
Ing a sentence for drunkenness. His 
sentence will expire Sept. 25. Mul 
len is 32 years old and was once an emi­ 
nent newspaper reporter.

Xjondon, Aug. 5.~Theiecretftryof state 
for the colonies, Chamberlain, answer* 
inff a question in the house of commons 
yesterday on the subject of the denun­ 
ciation by the government of Great Brit­ 
ain 0 fthe treaties of commerce with 
Germany and Belgium, said the denun­ 
ciation was the unanimous wish of the 
self-governing colonies, who desire to 
deal with the United Kingdom on pref­ 
erential terma Chamberlain added that 
at the conference between the colonial 
premiers and himself a resolution was 
passed unanimously, the substance be­ 
ing that th t premiers of the self-govern­ 
ing colonies heartily recommended the 
earliest denunciation of the treaties as 
hampering the trade of Great Britain 
and her colonlea antf that It was ac­ 
companied by an Important and signifi­ 
cant resolution, namely/that In the hope 
of Improving the trade relations be­ 
tween the mother country and the colo­ 
nies the premiers present undertook to 
confer with their colleagues as to what 
result could be secured by a preference 
given by the colonies to the products of 
the United Kingdom. 


Not a Step Toward Separatlou. 


On the receipt of these Instrucclohs« 
Chamberlain further explained, her ma 
jesty’s government resolved to Immedi­ 
ately withdraw the treaties with Qer 
many and Belgium. The secretary said 
also that the law ofHcera of the crown 
were now considering 
the question 
whether the resolution of the Canadian 
parliament Infringed these treaties. The 
Canadian 
government, 
Chamberlain 
added, has asked to be allowed to be 
represented before the law officers of the 
crown. This was unusual, the colonial 
secretary explained, but the request of 
the government of Canada had been 
granted. In conclusion Chamberlain as­ 
sured the house that the action of Can­ 
ada on this matter was not a step to­ 
wards separation, but distinctly a move­ 
ment against separation, the intention 
being to show gratitude and to prove the 
loyalty of the colonies. 


Aiiotl;er AttMck on RItotleii. 


The South African policy of the Brit­ 
ish government was subjected to an at­ 
tack in the commons by Sir Wilfrid 
I*awson, Liberal, who also gave Cecil 
Rhodes a sharp prodding. Calling at­ 
tention to the attitude of the secretary 
of state for the colonies. Chamberlain, 
towards South Africa, Sir Wilfrid classed 
the latter’s policy as being ''dangerous 
and 
destructive 
to 
our 
reputation 
abroad.*’ Referring to Cecil Rhodes Sir 
Wilfrid remarked that the ex-premler 
of Cape Colony was guilty of “treach­ 
ery. betrayal of his sovereign, and dis­ 
loyalty to his colleagues." 


Considered a CloM«d Incident. 


Continuing, Sir Wilfrid explained that 
Rhodes’ guilt consisted in “falsely dat­ 
ing a letter which was very like forgery, 
involving bloodshed, murder and con­ 
fusion in many parts of the world. Yet 
all had been indorsed by Mr. Cham­ 
berlain. who had placed the house of 
commons in the degrading position of 
declaring Mr. Rhodes to be an honor­ 
able man, thus making Great Britain 
the laughing-stock of all nations.” 


Chamberlain, replying to Sir Wilfrid, 
declined to reopen “questions which 
were regarded as settled.’’ 
He added: 
“As to submitting disputes with thfl 
Transvaal to arbitration it would be an 
extraordinary course to submit to a for' 
eign tribunal a dispute between a suzerain 
and a subordinate state.’’

thirty-five mllee at leaet. 


As for the meridian Itself, It !■ said 
that it has been closely located by the 
surveys of the Canadians and our own 
coast survey; that there Is not at any 
point a difference of more than TOO feet 
In the claimed 
boundary,

any controversy that might grow out

Ga., Aug. 8.—As the result 
of the employment of twenty-five negro 
women In the folding department of the 
Fulton Bag and Cotton mills yesterday 
morning. o%’er 1,400 men, women and 
children have gone on one of the largest 
strikes that has ever occurred In this 
city. 
The mills were forced to shut 
down their entire plant. When the no­ 
tice was put up that the mills were 
closed much disorder broke out, and 
it was the intention of the strikers at 
first to cause trouble, but the police re­ 
serve force arrived in time to quell any 
disturbance. 
The local textile union 
took the side of the strikers and sent 
notices to them to hold out for their 
rights. 


When this became known the em­ 
ployes of the mills, all white, walked 
out. Some of those who quit were the 
oldest and most reliable employes of 
the company. 
Elsas, president of the 
company, explained that It was only 
small affair, and would be arranged In 
a short time, after which the mills 
would reopen on full time. The strikers, 
however, are determined and are re 
celving the aid of the local unions. Sev 
eral years ago the same experiment was 
tried in working negroes and with the 
same result.

W a sh in g to n , August 5.—Joseph P. 
Smith, the new director of the bureau 
of American republic, has just created 
a sensation among the office seekers 
here by publishing a special bulletin 
containing the personnel of the diplo­ 
matic and consular service right up to 
date. 
Never before in the history of 
the government has a diplomatic and 
consular list been issued that was in 
any sense a reliable basis for the ottlce 
seeker to work upon. 


The small showing which Michigan 
makes in the bulletin has attracted the 
attention of several aspirants for he nors 
in the consular service who want to be 
sent abroad and charged to the Wol­ 
verine state. One patient office seeker 
in commenting on the new publication 
said: 


‘4 don’t suppose the people of Mich- 
gan realize tliat in the entire diplo­ 
matic and consular service, which now 
numbers a little more than 1,200 places, 
but eleven Michigan men are provided 
for, and, with a single exception, 
these are very modest places. The list 
shows 101 offices In the diplomatic ser­ 
vice, of which Michigan has two— 
Minister James B. Angell, recently 
appointed to Turkey, and Mr. Mc- 
Creary, secretary of the legation at 
Mexico. 


^‘In the consular service, according 
to the new bulletin, there are about 
1.000 places, of which Michigan has 
nine, or only about one-third what she 
is entitled to if taken as an average 
state in the Union. These places are 
none of-them of special consecjuence, 
seven of them being in Canada. W. K. 
Anderson at Hanover, Germany, is the 
only representative in all Euro})e.”

U the pop had atndied the vaat green 
tdain on bii right, be woold have aeen 
black lines and lines still fainter than 
black, said these lines were all Tnrks. 
Fkeqnently n crescendo of hoots and 
htartling noiaeawas in the aic above 
him, and the abella crashed as they 
Btrack. JforeoTer, there was sometimes 
m onriona singing of great insects. Bnt 
for all tbeso things the pup did not 


i 0e was a little pup, not larger than 
m kitten, but be waa fat and fairly 
mothered in long white wool, marked 
and there with black, nnd he bad 
indifference of a fat pup. Two 
•oldiera came that way on their return 
Id the front, and, seising him, paused. 
One stooped and offered him gently a 
bit of bard biscuit, but be had been 
Bied to other food, and, with the inso- 
lance of babyhood, he scorned the gen- 
aiosityof tbbae men who had atopped 
u d tf fire to give him assistance, ^ e y 
laagM then and stroked his long hair 
BBd went away to their business.

Hia home bad probably beep in 
ana of the stone huts that stood here 
BBd tbara along the toad, now all lone­ 
ly. His owners bad pobably acuttled 
BBl at word of the ooming of the Turka 
BbI ha didn’t care about this either. 
Ha aimply lolled on the correspondent’s 
liiBi and blinked fatly at the passing 
iBBdioape. 


When the correspondent arrived where 
hla horses awaited him, he gave the 
IPP Veleatino into the hands of bis 
Greek boy and stood and admonished 
him sternly for five minutes about the 
inadvisability of losing that pup. The 
boy grinned and took Velestino in his 
Brma 


Later the pop got nnder a particularly 
heavy artillery fire. While the corre- 
gpoodent's party was orossiug a bit of 
tdain the Turks opened fire ou a near 
by boose. One woold have thought 
^tbey bad opeued on the pop, becanse 
they caino nearer to the pup than they 
did to the bouse. There was some ex 
oitement The stragglers in the road 
ionrried everywhere. The correspond* 
ant bad a bit of trouble with his horse, 
whioh had been hurt in the back by 
some kind of fragment, and when it 
was all over he looked around for the 
m p, the two servants and the other 
M>rses, and there was none.

Volo is ordinarily 800,000 miles from 
Athens. In time of war it is the square 
itf 800,000. Every route is impossible. 
All the steamers are on war business. 
All the carriages have vanished. There 
are no horses. It requires more energy 
to travel now in Greece than it does to 
do a three months’ campaign. The cor­ 
respondent straggled as far as Ohalkis 
with phenomenal good fortune. He waa 
taking his breakfast in the restaorant. 
there when he osberved a peasant come 
in and walk toward the rear of the 
place. This man had a pop inside bis 
abirt, and the little woolly head project­ 
ed. The correspondent said to his drago­ 
man, “That iamy dog. *’ Tiiedragoman 
laughed. ‘*There are 1,000,000 dogs 
like that in Greece, sir. ” 


**No, there ain’t 1 tell you that is 
Biydog.” 


As the peasant with the pup disap­ 
peared through a door in the rear the 
correspondent ai^d the dragoman rushed 
alter him. In a courtyard they found 
the peasant delivering the pup to an­ 
other dragoman, the servant of an Eng­ 
lish correspondent, but the correspond­ 
ant took the pup« * *It is my dog. ” 


**No, it isn’t,” said the dragoman of 
the English correspondent “I got him 
•tV ola*’ 


**Yon got him at Volo^ did you? 
Well, 1 got him at Velestino. ^He be­ 
longs to the San Francisco Examiner, 
and it doesn’t matter what you say, you 
can’t have him. ”

Velestino thus rejoined the eorre- 
spondent His hotel bills were paid, 
and be was invited to some bread and 
milk. The rounds he fought with his 
bread and milk were simply too exciting 
for words. He was not satisfied with 
putting all of his features in the plate. 
He waded up to his knees, and bis sub­ 
sequent cargo was altogether out of 
proportion to bis displacement His 
shape became suddenly like that of a 
toy balloon, but it filled him with a 
sort of glad aatisfaction, which was 
noticeable in bis tipey sailor walk. 


On his way to Athens the pup re­ 
ceived constant ovations. The Greek 
boy was on the box, and be elaborated 
bis own experiences and, incidentally, 
the experienoea of the pup 
People 
gaaed at Veleatino with awe. He was 
anch a wee thing that tba correspondent 
was not sure whether be was going to 
grow to be a cow or a caterpillar, but 
the kilted mountaineers that studied 
him said that be was of the famous 
shepherd dog breed of the Greeks and 
was destined to be a big dog. 


**Wait until he grows,” they said, 
*and then if even 100 bad men ap­ 
proach your boose yoo need not fear. ” 
Looking at Velestino, asleep in a fioffy 
ball in the carriage, the correspondent 
rather thought that the nnmber ot bad 
men was over the limit. 


At Thebes, while the correspondent 
Innched, Velestino waddled, or rather 
fell, around the fioor of the cafe. The 
boys of the village congregated aboot 
him, and the Greek child, who thooglit 
be had beeo almost killed, dilated ou 
the experiences of himself and the dog. 
All these popular honors the pop ac­ 
cepted with his oeoal soblime indiffer­ 
ence. He interested himself in certain 
surprising physical eccentricities. For 
instance, every time he tried to run he 
fell ou his nose. When he tried to catch 
hia tail, he fell on his shoulder. In 
fact he was so moch of a pup that he 
ooold fall in almost any direction with 
equal abandon. These maneuvers were 
also conducted without regard to the 
interest and admiration of the populaOe. 


People do not usually talk about dogs, 
and so, before he reached Athens, he 
was easily the most famoos dog in 
Greece. In Athens itself he waa put op 
at the best hotel, and the honors be re­ 
ceived befitted his social position. 


At present be is with yoor corre­ 
spondent He has a personal attendant 
engaged at a faboloos salary. He is 
well known here already, and his ap 
pearance oh the street oaoses popolar 
demonstration.

There is another direction in which 
the airship would he seriously defective, 
and this is almost always overlooked, 
and that is in the matter of making 
landings. Being a largt<^ body, it would 
necessarily be onwieldy.'^and its motion 
in any direction could not be arrested in 
a very short space of tiuie; therefore it 
could not make a landing within a lim- 
ited area. In a dead calm it could proba­ 
bly be lowered in nearly a vertical line 
and tbus maiie a landing in a contract* 
ed space, but if the wind were blowing 
even at a moderate velocity the case 
wouiii be different. As the wind is al' 
ways blowing more or loss, and as it fre­ 
quently changes its course in a few seo- 
onds, tbe ship woold be tossed about 
quite lively before it reached the ground. 
If it came down at the rate of 800 feet 
per minote, which is a high velocity,

Its eruptions come 
at intervals of from twenty to forty-five 
minutes, being somewhat irregular, 
and the water is thrown to a height of 
>om ten to twenty-five feet.”

TtuÉre has been no meeting by them to 
coralder the situation, nor have there 
been any attempts to start mines with 
new men. This was explained yester­ 
day by an operator, who said he is 
satisfied to have the strike continue un­ 
til January, as he has enough coal to 
last him, or can get it at prices which 
will enable him to make profit.

lower river markets are reported to be 
well stocked with Pittsburg coal, and

stocks have been accumulated in the

Some of the rail operators 
have plenty of coal, one producer claim­ 
ing to have not less than 200,000 tons 
available for his contracts, and others 
can buy coal at a price almost as low 
as they can produce It. Ruling prices 
are 75 cents, free on board cars at ship­ 
ping point, for “run of the mine,” and 
$1.25 for screened coal.

la one of the old buildings which 
bear the architectural imprint of Queen 
Anne’s time in Chester, England, is a 
liakeshop—not an ordinary bakeshop, 
for the royal arms jut out from the sec- 
<ond story, and immediately above is a 
iign bearing the name **Bollands.” 
And the proximity^f the sign to the 
foyal arms is no idlo commercial myth 
to insnare new customers. 


In the annals of tlie tradesfolk of 
Ohester there never was a greater man 
than Aiohard Bolland, the original 
•owner of the balceshop. In 1830 the 
Dnohess of Kent and her young daugh­ 
ter, the Princess Victoria, visited the 
eity for the purpose of officially opening 
a new bridge that was to bring nil 
kinds of importance and prosperity to 
the town. Of course it was an immense 
tvent for Ohester, and every one did 
•onething to malce the visit of the 
great folks memorable. 


Richard Bolland was ambitious, but 
]wor, and he ohnmed his brains might­ 
ily to devise some attractive method of 
ihowing his loyal appreciation of the 
'Visit Lb a happy moment he decided to 
aake some small cakes of transcendent 
•xcellenoe, put them in a fancy box and 
jnesent them to the young princess. 


Happy thoughti Potent cakes! Great 
Bollaadi 


The next year the little princess, 
whose palate had been enchanted by 
the flavor of the Chester cakes, became 
qneen of Euglund, and one of the first 
acts after her accessiou in 1837 was the 
appointment of Bolland as one of the 
queen’s warrant holders. So much for 
the power of a box of small cakes. 


How long the flavor of those cakes 
lingered in the royal memory is shown 
by the fact that 26 years later, who» 
the Prince of Wales was to be married. 
Viotoria gave a commission to Bolland 
to prepare the wedding cake for that 
great event It was no ordinary wed­ 
ding cake that Mr. Bolland produced 
either, and its exhibition earned him 
anoh tremendous fame that every Eng­ 
lish bride of wealth and prominence 
who has married • since then has had 
the Chester baker prepare her wedding 


Descendants of the original Bolland 
conduct the shop, but they use the 
■ ame recipe that proved so sucoessfnl in 
the dajs of Victoria’s childhood, and 
•till bake oakes for the royal fam ily.^

Th« L«p«r and th« n«c*to««. 


One of the principal legends connect­ 
ed with St. Patrick’s altar stone. ac> 
cording to a writer in Donahoe’s Maga- 
aine, is called the “Legend of the Leper 
and the Flagstona ” This story runs as 
follows: When S t Patrick was embark- 
Ing for Iroliiud to enter upon his mis­ 
sion, a poor leper came to the seashore 
just as the Hhip was about to weigh 
anchor and earnestly begged to be taken 
on board. It is probable that he had 
beard something of the holiness of the 
saint and the proofs of divine fuvor con­ 
ferred upon him, and that deep within 
bis inner con8eiousness there was born 
a hope, vague at first, but gradually 
growing stronger, that in the company 
of S t Patrick ho might expect some 
amelioration of his pitiable condition, 
fiouetbing in the man appealed to the 
saint, who was so deeply touched by 
his pleadings that bo expressed a wish 
to have the despised leper taken on 
board, but fear and prejudice iiad such 
an infiueuce over the sailors that they 
would not allow the leper on board, and 
the ship began to move out while tho 
afflicted man continued to plead from 
the beach. The saint took his altur 
•tone and oast it on the water witiiin 
teach of the leper, telling him to sit on 
It and remain perfectly quiet Again 
was tiic faith of the man shown, and 
«■ focu us he had seated himself the 
•tone begun to move over the water. It 
followed immediately in the wake of 
the ship until it reached the harbor of 
l|ii:;iWioklow. and the leper thus reached 
shores of Erin in safety. St. Patrick 
took possession of the stone.

It would not now surprise the i>eople 
of this city If the car ferries of the 
Michigan and 
Wisconsin 
railroad 
never made another trip to Benton 
Harbor. 


The ferries left this i>ort on their 
first trip a week ago and made the run 
to Phestlgo In less than 18 hours. The 
program was for the boats to Immedi­ 
ately return and make four trips a 
week. But since they left nothing has 
been heard from them, except a letter 
which was received from Big Pour of­ 
ficials by Agent Smith stated that the 
ferries would begin running today. He 
has received no wire today saying that 
the boats had started and in conse­ 
quence does not expect them. There 
is not a single loaded car awaiting 
transportation across the lake. 


There are many rumors afioat about 
the ferries that cannot be verified. 
Among the long list Is the report that 
the company was only working a blufi' 
and never intended to establish a ferry 
line to the east side of the lake, ana 
that the initial trip was made merely 
for the purpose of whipping some of 
the western railroads in line as regards 
concessions on rates and time.

Electric railway company are open 
eight or ten hours a day and President 
Hamilu)n, Secretary Hollis and Treas­ 
urer Davies are busy with a lot of 
clerical work getting matters in shape 
for business.

Germany and Belgium, said the denun­ 
ciation was -the unanlmo^s wish of the 
self-governing colonies, who desire to 
deal with the United Kingdom on pref­ 
erential term& Chamberlain added that 
at the conference between the colonial 
premiers and himself a resolution was 
passed unanimously, the substance be­ 
ing that the premiers of the self-govern­ 
ing colonies heartily recommended the 
earliest denunciation of the treati'.is as 
hampering the trade of Great Britain 
and her colonies^ and that it was ac­ 
companied by an Important and signifi­ 
cant resolution, namely, that in the hope 
of improving the trade relations be­ 
tween the mother country and the colo­ 
nies the premiers present undertook to 
confer with their colleagues as to what 
result could be secured by a preference 
given by the colonies to the products of 
the United Kingdom. 


\ Mot a Stop Toward Soparatloo. 


On the receipt of these instructions. 
Chamberlain further explained, her ma­ 
jesty's government resolved to immedi­ 
ately withdraw the treaties with Ger­ 
man)^ and Belgium. The secretary said 
also that the law offlcers of the crown 
were 
now 
considering 
the 
question 
whether the resolution of the Canadian 
parliament infringed these treaties. The 
Canadian 
government, 
Chamberlain 
added,, has asked to be allowed to be 
represented before the law ofllcers of the 
crown. This was unusual, the colonial 
secretary explained, but the request of 
the government of Canada had been 
granted. In conclusion Chamberlain as­ 
sured the house that the action of Can­ 
ada on this m atter was not a step to­ 
wards separation, but distinctly a move­ 
ment against separation, the intention 
being to show gratitude and to prove the 
loyalty of the colonies. 


Another Attoclc on Rhodo«. 


The South African policy of the Brit­ 
ish government was subjected to an a t­ 
tack in the commons by Sir Wilfrid 
I«awson, Liberal, who also gave Cecil 
Rhodes a sharp prodding. 
Calling a t­ 
tention to the attitude of the secretary 
of state for the colonies, Chamberlain, 
towards South Africa, Sir Wilfrid classed 
the latter's policy as being “dangerous 
and 
destructive 
to 
our 
reputation 
abroad.” Referring to Cecil Rhodes Sir 
Wilfrid remarked that the ex-premier 
of Cape Colony was guilty of “treach­ 
ery, betrayal of his sovereign, and dis­ 
loyalty to his colleagues.” 


Considered a Cloned Incident. 
Continuing, Sir Wilfrid explained that 
Rhodes' guilt consisted in “falsely dat­ 
ing a letter which was very like forgery, 
involving bloodshed, m urder and con­ 
fusion in many parts of the world. Tet 
all had been indorsed by Mr. Cham­ 
berlain, who had placed the house of 
commons in the degrading position of 
declaring Mr. Rhodes to be an honor­ 
able man, thus making Great Britain 
the laughing-stock of all nationa” 
Chamberlain, replying to Sir Wilfrid, 
declined to reopen 
“questions which 
were regarded as settled.” 
He added: 
As to submitting disputes with the 
Transvaal to arbitration It would be an 
extraordinary course to submit to a for­ 
eign tribunaladlsputebetw eena suaeraln 
and a subordinate state.” 


CHULALONOKORH AT 08B0RNK

Atlanta, Ga., Aug. ^.r-As the result 
of the employment of twenty-five negro 
women in the folding department of tho 
Fulton.B ag and Cotton mtHs yesterday 
morning, over 1.400 men. women and 
children have gone on one of the largest 
strikes that has ever occurred In this 
city. 
The mills were forced to shut 
down their entire plant. When the no­ 
tice was put up th at the tnllls were 
closed much disorder broke out, and 
it w'as the intention of the strikers at 
first to cause trouble, but the police re­ 
serve force arrived In time to quell any 
disturbance. 
The local textile union 
t^ok the side of the strikers and sent 
notices to them to hold out for their 
rights. 


When this became known the em­ 
ployes of the mills, all white, walked 
out. Some of those who quit were the 
oldest and most reliable employes of 
the company. 
Elsas, president of the 
company, explained that it was only a 
small affair, and would be arranged in 
a short time, after which the mills 
would reopen on full time. The strikers, 
however, are determined and are re­ 
ceiving the aid of the local unions.

The 
most damage will result from the hail 
storms that have passed over a portion 
of the fruit belt during the last ten 
days.

She Hae Not Her Pull Share of the 
Offlcee. 


W ashington, August 5.—Joseph P. 
Smith, the new director of the bureau 
of American republic, has just created 
a sensation among the office seekers 
here by publishing a special bulletin 
containing the personnel of the diplo­ 
matic and consular service right up to 
date. 
Never before in the history of 
the government has a diplomatic and 
consular list been issued that was in 
any sense a reliable basis for the office 
seeker to work upon. 


The small showing which Michigan 
makes in the bulletin has attracted the 
attention of several aspirants for h< nors 
in the consular service who want to be 
sent abroad and charged to the Wol­ 
verine statei One patient office seeker 
in commenting on the new publication 
said: 


*'I don’t suppose the people of Mich- 
gan realize that in the entire diplo­ 
matic and consular service, which now 
numbers a little more than 1,200 places, 
[>ut eleven Michigan men are provided 
for, and, with a single exception, 
these are very modest places. The list 
shows 101 offices in the diplomatic ser­ 
vice, of which Michigan has two— 
Minister James B. Angelí, recently 
appointed to Turkey, and Mr. Mc- 
Creary, secretary of the legation at 
Mexico. 


‘‘In the consular service, according 
to the new bulletin, there áre about 
1.000 places, of which Michigan has 
nine, or only about one-third what she 
is entitled to if taken as an average 
state in the Union. These places are 
none of them of special consequence, 
seven of them being in Canada. W. K. 
Anderson at Hanover, Germany, is the 
only representative in all Europe.”

Plttebnrg Operator* Are UaieMent* 
Pittsburg, Aug. 5.—One of the notable 
features of the strike of the miners has 
b ^ n the absence of effort by the op- 
1|àtors to get their miners to work. 
W ere has been no meeting by them to 
consider the situation, nor have there 
been any attempts to start mines with 
new men. This was explained yester­ 
day by an operator, who said he is 
•atlsfled to have the strike continue un­ 
til January, as he has enough coal to 
last him, or can get It at prices which 
will enable him to make profit. 
The 
lower river markets are reported to be 
well stocked with Pittsburg coal, and 
by reason of almost continuous naviga­ 
tion from 
January until 
July large 
stocks have been accumulated in the 
New Orleans, 
LouiHviile and Cincin­ 
nati markets, and no coal boat stage of 
water can be expected now before No­ 
vember. 
Some of the rail operators 
have plenty of coal, one producer claim­ 
ing to have not less than 200,000 tons 
available for his contracts, and others 
can buy coal at a price almost as low 
as they can produce It. Ruling prices 
are 75 cents, free.on board ears at shlp- 
point, for “run of the mine," and 
| l ^ $1.25 for screened coal.

DR. ANDREWS AND HIS VIEWS.

Aug. 5.—Repre 
sentatlve Joseph H. Walker, of Worces

Walker declared, in closing the Inter 
view, that Dr. Andrews has taught othe 
things than silver which were thought 
to be detrimental to the progress of the 
university.
